Reference No. 1.-19012/15/74/LRI1/DIIIA, dated 20-3- 
1975, by the Ministry of Labour, Government of Tndia, 
under clause fd) of sub-section (1) of Section 10 of the In- 
dustrial Disputes Act, 1947 reads ns follows : 

"Whether the management of Western Kajora Colliery, 
Coal Mines Authority Limited, Post Office Rani- 
gani, District Burdwan, is justified in stopping from 
work Sarva Shri Tale Bhuia and Balki Bhuia Under- 
g-onnd leaders, with ell'ecl from 1 2 th June. 1973 
and 23rd September, 1973 respectively 7 If not, to 
what relief are the said workmen entitled 7" 
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2. Both the Colliery Mazdoor Congress representing the 
workmen nnc! the Coal Mines Authority representing the 
management filed written statements in the case. The union 
contended that the two concerned workmen had been stopped 
from work, one with effect from 12-6-1973 and the other 
from 23-9-73 without any valid ground. The management, 
on the contrary stated that the disputed workmen were allowed 
to continue in service under the Coal Mines Authority but 
when they came to know that the workmen concerned got the 
re-employment on some false and fabricated documents 
their services had been terminated in accordance with law 
and that they could not, therefore, be reinstated. 


3. The case was posted to this date (4-2-1976) after both 
the parties filed (heir w r ritten statements. Notice of the post- 
ing was sent to the Joint Secretary, Colliery Mazdoor Con- 
gress and they accepted the notice on 22-12-1973 vide Postal 
Acknowledgment receipt kept on record. When the case was 
called out to-day neither the workmen nor the representative 
of the Union were present in the Court. So, they were de- 
clared ex-parle. 


4. On behalf of the management one Sri P, N. Singh 
was examined to prove the case against the workmen. He 
was a Senior clerk in the Western |Kajora Colliery since 
1956. He slated that Ihe workmen were never in service at 
the time of nationalisation though they worked for a short- 
while under the management but they were permitted to 
continue In service on (he basis of certain letters which were 
found to be false and fabricated- They found that the 
workmen were not in service prior to nationalisation of the coll 
iery. The evidence of (lie witness has to be accepted that 
they were not workmen of the erst-while colliery before 
nationalisation. Therefore, the workmen are not entitled 
lo be in service under the Coal Mines Authority afler nat- 
ionalisation. There is no' case for the union to the contrary 
to be proved against the management. Tn the absence of 
such evidence, the evidence on behalf of (he management 
has to be accepted. I, therefore, find that the stoppage of 
work of the two workmen in the circumstances of the case 
was justified and they are not entitled to any relief. 

In tho result, an award in terms of the above decision 
is passed.

AWARD 

By Older No. L-32012/7/75-B-IV(A) dated 20th May, 
1975, the Government of India, Ministry of Labour referred 
an industrial dispute existing between the employers in re- 
lation to Ihe management of Calcutta Port Commissioners, 
Calcutta, and their workmen to this tribunal for adjudication 
which reads as : 

“Whether the action of the Calcutta Port Commissioners, 
Calcutta in not paying full wages for the period 
from 3-2-1973 to 10-7-1973 to Shri Gananath 
Nayak, Plumbing Mistry, No. 107, attached to the 
Senior Executive Engineer, South Section, Chief 
Engineer’s Department is justified 7 If not, to what 
relief is he entitled 7” 


2. In this case both parties filed their respective written 
statements and to-day (11-2-76) was fixed for peremptory, 
hearing of the case. A notice to this effect was sent to 
both the parlies and the union received the same on 23-12-1975 
as per acknowledgement receipt on record'. But when 
the case was called out neither the concerned workmah nor 
the union espousing his cause appeared and as such they 
were declared ex-partc. 

3. Shri Gananath Nayak, an employee of the Calcutta 

Port Trust in the Senior Executive Engineer’s section work- 
ing as Plumbing Mistry has made a claim for full salary 
and other benefits for the period from 3-2-1973 to 10-2-1973 
though he was not on duty during the period. His conten- 
tion was that when he was appointed in the Port Trust on 
16-12-1943 his age was recorded as 23 years and that the 
said age should be 'regarded as correct. But neither the 
Union nor the workman produced any record or evidence 
(o show that he entered the service first on 16-12-1943. Ext. 
M-l, the Service Register of the workman, which was ad- 
mitted to be correct by the workman himself, showed that 
his first appointment was on 2-2-1945 when he declared his 
age as 30 years. Relying upon the age declared to be 

correct and admitted by both sides, the Port authorities dir- 
ected the workman to retire from service on his attaining 
the age of 58 years, which is the age of superannuation, 
with effect from 3-2-1973. Accordingly he retired from ser- 
vice, Again through another Union the workmen questioned 
the correctness of his age. So, the Port authorities sent him 
for medical examination. The medical officer by a process 
of reasoning based upon the workman’s physical appearance, 

etc. came to the conclusion that the workman would be 

55 years of age as on 10-7-1973 with Ihe result the workman 
was rc-employed in the Port Trust once again with effect 
from 1 1-7-1973* The workman was out of employment 
from 3-2-1973 to 10-7-73. It is for the full salary and 

other benefits during this period that he now claims before the 
Tribunal. 

4. On 17-7-1973 the workmen sent Ext. M-4, leave app- 
lication lo the Port Trust requesting them to treat the per- 
iod from 2-2-1973 to 10-7-1973 as on leave which he would 
he entitled to under the I eave Rules of the service. On the 
basis of this application his absence from duly between the 
disputed period was treated as on leave partly on full pay, 
partly on hilt' pay, etc. under the Leave Rules. Ext. M-l 
will show as to how (he leave period was treated and pay- 
ment was made thereon. 
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5. Having taken the benefit of the Leave Rules, it is not 
open to the workman to reopen the period of leave and treat 
the period as if he was on duty. The Port authorities were 
justified in complying with his request as per Ext. M-4, leave 
application and is found by the order passed in his favour. 

6. f find accordingly that the period of his service from 
.1-2-1973 to 10-7-1973 will ensure to him for continuity of 
service for the purpose of pension, gratuity and bonus, but 
he would nor be entitled to the full salary us claimed by 
him during the period under dispute, 

An award is made as above.

AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, by their 
Order No. F. No. L12012/60/74-LRIII, dated 25th Feb- 
ruary,^ 1975 referred an industrial dispute existing between 
the Central Rank of India, Calcntta and their workmen, 
to this Tribunal for adjudication which reads as : 


"Whether the action of the management of the Central 
Bank of India, Calcutta, in stopping from Oc- 
tober, 1970, the payment of Daftry Allowance to 
Shn Sobhnath Singh No. 1 (receipient. of the said 
allowance from November, 1966), is justified ? 
Tf not, to what relief is he entitled ?” 


2. Central Bank Workers' Organisation, the union of 
the concerned workman, Shri Sobhnath Singh, in their writ- 
ten statement pleaded that the stoppage of daftary allowance 
to the workman with effect from October, 197(1 is illegal, 
unjustified and part of victimisation of the workman since 
he is a member of a Union which is not recognised by the 
bunk management. It is alleged that the workman joined 
the service of the bank on the 10th October, 1966. Since 
then he was said to be working in the Loan department of 
the bank along with another peon who is one Ram Nath 
Kahar. Both were said to be performing the duties of a 
daftary after they joined the service of the bank. According- 
ly they were paid daftry allowance on the condition and 
terms of tripartite settlement dated 19-10-1966 between the 
bank management and their workmen upto and inclusive of 
September, 1970. But thereafter the workman, Shri 
Sobhnath Singh was not paid any such special allowance to 
which ho was entitled under the terms of the Settlement. 
The union therefore moved the Government of India to 
refer the dispute for adjudication. The Labour Department 
thereafter referred the matter to this Tribunal by its order 
dated 10-3-1972. The reference in the instant case is worded 
in the same manner as the reference in the. former case. 
The reference was registered by this Tribunal in Reference 
No. 20 of 1972. The management raised a preliminary 
objection before Ihe Tribunal that there was no industrial 
dispute in existence in the case between the workman and 
the management since no demand had been made by the 
workman or any one in his behalf before the reference 
was made to the Tribunal for adjudication. This con- 
tention was accepted by the Tribunal and accordingly this 
Tribunal rejected the Reference as unsustainable in law by 
its order dated 21st December, 1972. 

3. The present reference has been made after the work- 
man wrote to the management ; (Ext. W-l dated 15-1-1973) 
and the Union followed it up (Ext. W-2 dated 4-2-1973) 
making formal demand of the claim for special allowance 
due to a daftary. The union contend that the workman 
has been performing the work of daflary even since he 
joined the service and that he had not been asked not to 
perform it. So, according to them the workman is entitled 
10 get the special allowance of a Daftary on the basis of 
the settlement dated 19-10-1966. ft is also contended that 
the management has no right to slop paying the special 
allowance by their unilateral order without the knowledge 
of the workman concerned and so he is justified in claiming 
allowance from October, 1970 as of right and without 
interruption, 

4. The Central Bank of Tndia, in their written statement 
contended that claim for special allowance by the work- 
man is not sustainable in law and in fact. It is alleged 
that the workman’s case has not been properly and validly 
espoused by the Union which has no locus standi in the 
bank,; that the Central Bank of India Employees Associa- 
tion is the representative Union in the Bank and as such 
the claim by the workman made through the Central Bank 
Workers’ Organisation is not maintainable on merits; the 
bank alleged that the workman had been paid daftary al- 
lowance purely on a temporary basis upto September, 1970 
and thereafter he had no manner of right to claim daftary 
allowance since the work relating to Daftary’s post has been 
allotted to Shri Ram Nath Kahar, who is the senior peon in 
the T.oan section and he is alone competent to do it after 
1st October, 1970. Since then it is alleged that the work- 
man in question has not been performing any work con- 
nected with Daftary’s post as the work was allotted to Ram 
Nath Kahar who alone has been doing it since 1st October, 
1970. It is pointed out that the bank management is fully 
justified in stopping the workman from October, 1970 pay- 
ing any allowance which the workman is not entitled in tine 
circumstances of the case. 


5- The workman Sobhnath Singh himself was the first 
witness of the union. Sri Ranjit Singh, a Secretary of the 
Union was examined as their second witness. Sri Rakhal 
Chandra Ghose, branch Manager in College Street Branch 
of the Central Bank of India is examined as management’s 
witness. The evidence of these witnesses will be considered 
at appropriate occasion during the course of this judgment, 

6. It is not disputed that (he workman concerned is a 
workman as defined in Section 2(s) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1974, It is also not disputed that he joined 
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the service of the Bank as a peon in 1966. Bat there is 
disparity between the management and the employee with re- 
gard to the date of the workmans entry to the service of 
the Bank. It is alleged in the written statement of the 
Union that the workman was recruited and entered ser- 
vice in the cadre of a peon on 10-10-1966. On the con- 
trary, the Bank stated in their written statement that the 
workman entered their service in November, 1966. They 
did not care to mention the. date of his first entry into their 
service. Anyway, the workman however admitted in his 
oral evidence that he entered the service only in Novem- 
ber, 1966. We will accept the case that the workman had 
been in the service of the Bank since November, 1966. The 
workman's evidence was that he had been performing the 
duties of a Daftry along with his colleague, Ramnath Kahar. 
eversince he entered the service and that he had been paid 
special allowance throughout the period of his service as 
required by the terms of the Settlement dated 19-10-1966 
between the Bank management and their workman until it 
was withheld with effect from October, 1970. That the 
workman had been paid special allowance for the duties of 
a dafiry during the period ending with September, 1970 
had also been admitted by management witness who is none 
other than an Agent of a Branch. He stated, “I say that 
Sobhnath Singh performed his duties on my recommenda- 
tion. Sri Sobhnath Singh was given arrear allowance, He 
performed his duties upto September, 1970. I recommend- 
ed for the entire period before September, 1970”. 

7. It is on the basis of the payment of special allowance 
upto September, 1970 that the workman claims for the 
arrear allowance from October, 1970. He based his claim 
firstly on the ground that he had been performing the duties 
of Daftry even after September, 1970 and that he continued 
to do so even now. The Bank denied that the workman per- 
formed any duty pertaining to a Daftry after September, 
1970, That was also the oral evidence of the bank's wit- 
ness who was in-charge of the Loan’s department until 
1972, when he was transferred to a branch office of the 
bank, Taking into consideration the evidence and the 
circumstances in the case. I am constrained to hold that 
the workman would not have performed the daftry duty 
at least after he raised an industrial dispute with ihe bank 
regarding the special allowance due to him. The union had 
admitted that the workman raised an industrial dispute with 
the management as early as on 26-8-1971 ((See para 7 of 
the written statement of the Union in Reference No. 20 of 
19721. Eversince there has been controversy between the 
two regarding this matter. It would be difficult to imagine 
under these circumstances that the Bank would have per- 
mitted him to perform the duties of Daftry and that he 
would have exercised it as of right with the knowledge of 
the Employer. So, the workman cannot claim any 
special allowance on the ground that he performed the 
duties of Daftry from October, 1970. 

8. The second ground of his claim is based upon a strong 
foundation. The work of Daftry is described in para (viii) 
of Appendix B(page 70) of the Settlement dated 1 9-1 0-1 966. 
Tt reads : 

“(viii) Daftaries ; 

Their work involves— 

(i) Simple binding of books and registers; 

< (ii) Press-Copying; 

(iii ) Filing independently letters and other papers in 
respective files ns per indications marked thereon; 

(iv) Assisting in issuing stationery; 

(v) Stacking under guidance, old records in orderly 

manner and assisting in giving them out when re- 
quired; 

(vi) Undertaking the whole process of sorting, arrang- 
ing, numbering, (allying the total number of and 
stiching the vouchers” 

The generul rules regarding the payment of special allowance 
in all cases where the special allowances are to be paid to 
the workmen in general are described at page 15 of the 
Settlement, vide the relevant paragraphs, 5.6, 5.8, 5.9, 5.10, 
5.11, and 5.13. Tt is nobody’s case that the payment of 
Special allowance in thise case formed part of the terms of 
the workman’s employment. However, there has been 


a nomenclature attached to the work to be performed by 
the workman. The change in the nomenclature will not by 
itself lead to a withdrawal of special allowance from persons 
already drawing them except where specifically provided in 
the Settlement (See the opening of paragraph 5.13 of the 
Settlement). Jf the workman concerned had been per- 
forming the duties of a daftry, after the Settlement came 
into force, the management could terminate those duties 
only under the terms of the settlement consistent with the 
provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 


9. In this regard reference may be made to Chapter XX1T 
of the Settlement (vide page 61) under the head, “Opera- 
tion of Settlement". Paragraph 22,2 thereof states that, 
“Ihe provisions .of this Settlement shall unless expressly 
provided otherwise in this Settlement, take effect; (b) from 

1st July, 1966 in respect of Special allowances ” 

Provided that the arrears in respect of special allowance 
shall only be calculated with reference to the allowance 
payable on reallocation of duties as provided in Chapter V, 
such reallocation to be completed by Banks within three 
months form the .date of this Settlement," 


10. The workman concerned in this case came within the 
mischief of this para in as much as he was entitled to 
arrears of special allowance with effect from November, 
1966. The period of 3 months specified in the proviso had 
set in motion with effect from 19-10-1966 which is the 
date of the settlement and it came to 6e terminated with 
effect from 20-1-1967. The arrear claim shall be calculat- 
ed with effect from 1-7-1966 under clause (b) of para 
22.2. The workman was thus entitled to his arrears for the 
months of November, December and January and there- 
after. During the period of 3 months aforesaid the manage- 
ment did not make any reallocation of duties as required 
in proviso to para 22.2, The workman concerned could 
in the circumstances of the case draw special allowance on 
the basis that be Had been performing the duties of a daftly. 
The management conceded his right to claim 
special allowance r.t least upto September, 1970. The ques- 
tion, then, i 9 whether the management was justified in ter- 
minating his services as daftry by an unilateral order 
without the knowledge of the workman, concerned in the 
ease, The bank did not produce any document to prove 
that the duties of daftry were being performed by 
Sobhnath Singh and Ramnath Kahar, Pcon-eum-Daftries, 
prior to October, J 970 on temporary basis and that the 
daftry was made a permanent post carrying special allowance 
only after September, 1970. Ext. M-2, leter dated 16-9- 
1970, however, mentioned that Ramnath Kahar was being 
directed to perform the duties of Daftry on a permanent 
basis. This leter was produced before the Tribunal only on 
the date of hearing of the Reference, Neither in the writ- 
ten statement in the present reference nor in the written 
statement of the earlier Reference this letter was specifically 
mentioned as an order served on Ramnath Kahar appoint- 
ing him as the permanent Daftry. It is that Ext. 
M-2 is only n copy. The copy will not usually contain any 
endorsement, though the management witness had asserted 
that he wrote “Seen” on it on 16-9-1970, That part of the 
ink in Ext. M2 appears to be being fresh and that it does 
not appear to have been written when the original was pre- 
pared, Anyway, the effect of this letter is only to oust 
Sobhnath Singh from the service of the daftry. All along 
Ramnath Kahar and Sobhnath Singh had been working as 
joint Peon cum-D;ff tries and that they had been earning 
special allowance separately. The special allowance, being 
an item of allowance, guaranteed to bank employees under 
the settlement dt. 19-10-1966, has assumed the character of 
a condition of workman’s service in the circumstances of 
the present case. The employer can dispense with such 
a condition of service only in accordance with law. Item 
1 and 3 of the Fourth Schedule of Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 are the identical conditions of services protected under 
Section 9A of the said Act. When the workman enjoyed 
as part of his work the privilagc to get special allowance 
and the workman continued to draw the allowance in the 
course of his normal duty, it is not open to the manage- 
ment to put an end to that allowance without recourse to 
Section 9 A of the Act. It is not the case of the manage- 
ment that they had, even at the late stage, reorganised the 
work in the Loan department, much less they reallocated 
it taking into consideration the work-load and other circum- 
stances in the case before they terminated the services of 
Sohnath Singh. The management’s witness admitted that 
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the Bank did not give any notice to Sobhnath Singh directing 
him not to do the work of a Daftry after September, 1970. 
The management was, therefore, not correct in putting an 
end to the work of a Daftry, so far as Sobhnath Singh was 
concerned. They should have followed! the provisions of 
Section 9A before his service was terminated. 1 find accor- 
dingly that Sobhnath Singh will be entitled to Special 
allowance of a Daftry. But I restrict his claim from the 
date of the present reference. The first reference failed 
because of Ihe laches on the part of the workman and he 
is not entitled to take advantage of any claim under it. So, 
Sobhnath Singh will get special allowance front the month 
of February, 1975. The Central Bank of India will pay 
the special allowance to him. 

11. The management has taken up another point, which 
pertains to the jurisdiction of this Tribunal in hearing the 
reference. The case of the management is that the Union 
to which Sobhnath Singh is attached as a member did not 
espouse the cause of the workman in accordance with law 
and as such the Reference itself is unsustainable. On a 
reading of the written statement of the Bank it would be 
clear that they had more or less accepted the representative 
character of the Union. Before the reference, both the 
workman and the Union vide Exts. W-l and W-2 had demand- 
ed from the bank that special allowance was due to the work- 
man, What was raised then appeared to be an industrial 
dispute. After the evidence was closed the Union had pro- 
duced the copy of a resolution by which they espoused 
the cause of the workman. It is marked as Ext. C-l. The 
management, however ,had no occasion to cross-examine 
on the authenticity of this resolution. It appeared to me 
that the proof of this resolution is formal. After so many 
years conflict and dispute it was not likely that the Union 
would have taken up the cause of the workman without 
considering the espousal of the workman’s cause by a re- 
solution of the Union. I have every reason to believe that 
the Union had espoused the cause of the workman in ac 
cordance with law and that there Is no ground to reject the 
reference on that ground. It must he pertinent to point out 
that even in the earlier reference the management did not 
take up such a defence. I find this point against the manage- 
ment, 

12. In the result, an award is made in favour of the 
workman Sri Sobhnath Singh granting him Special allowance 
at the specified rate as Daftry from February, 1975 with 
any other benefit to he accrued therefrom.

AWARD 

This is a reference made by the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Labour vide its Order No. 2/16/70-LRII 
dated 19-8-1970 projecting the following question for ad- 
judication : — • 


“Whether the management of West Kailoodih Colliery, 
P.O. Katrasgarh, District Dhanbad is justified in 
not introducing wage structure and other benefits 
in accordance with the recommendations of the 
Central Wage Board for Coal Mining Industry as 
accepted bv the Government in their resolution 
No. WB 16(15) /66 dated 21-7-1967 ? If not, 
what should be the wage structure and other bene- 
fits in respect of the workmen concerned and from 
what date 7" 


2. The case of Koyla Mazdoor Panchayat is that the 
management of West Kailudih Colliery has not implemented 
Wage Board recommendations in full specially with respect 
to V.D.A. It’s representative was in the Wage Board and 
there is no escape for it but to implement the recommen- 
dations made by its own representative. The recommen- 
dations arc to be implemnted irrespective of size, quality of 
coal, despatch and sale position as was the case with 
Majumdur Award, L.A.T, Award and Sri Das Gupta's 
arbitration award. The implementation could not be 
half way. As the management has in fact implemented the 
recommendations with respect (o wages etc. but has abstained 
from implementing it with respect to V. D, A., which has been 
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linked with price index, This refusal is inspite of the fact 
that after decontrol this employer took full advantage of 
price rise of coal. The union demands full implementation 
of Wage Board recommendations including payment of 
V.D.A, and the arrears due as difference between the pay- 
able and paid amounts. 

3. Employer has challenged the representative character 
of this Panchyat. It is a lleged that Panchayat has no 
existence so far as the workmen of this colliery are concern- 
ed. Moreover neither the union nor the individual work- 
man ever raised the dispute with the employer hence thcic 
was no industrial dispute- Reference was on that account 
bad and without jurisdiction. On merits it has pleaded its 
fmanciul inability to enter into further commitment. Presence 
of dyke, production of low grade coal which has no mar- 
ket, smaller size of seam, preventive measure duo to the 
declaration of the mine as gassy mine haulage, water per- 
colation, floor denting and such other factors, and heavily 
to the expenses so much so that the increased V.D.A. will 
render the undertaking uneconomic. 

4. Without going into the merits of the case 1 think the 
reference can be decided merely on the preliminary object- 
ions raised by the management which go to the root of 
the case. Koyla Mazdoor Panchayat is a general union, 
The management has alleged that this union has no existence 
in West Kailudih Colliery which means that none of the 
workmen of the eolleiry is a member of the said union. 
Under the circumstances it was necessary for the union to 
establish by evidence that it had the representative character. 
The union has failed to produce any evidence to that effect. 
Not a single workman has come forward to state that he is 
the member of the Panchayat nor even the Office Bearer 
of the Union has come in the witness box to say that the 
workers of the colliery are members of the union. 

5. Neither there is any allegation nor any document has 
been filed to show that the union passed any resolution for 
raising a dispute of this type. Unless it is proved that some 
of the workmen of this mine were the members of this 
union and those members participated in the resolution to 
raise the dispute. It will not be deemed to be in industrial 
dispute. In Neilli Cotton Mills Vs. Labour Court 1965 
I. L. L. J, 95, Madras it was observed that it was not 
sufficient that a substantial number of the workmen from the 
establishment in which the concerned workmen were em- 
ployed, were also members of the union. It must further 
be shown that they participated in or acted together and 
arrived at an undertaking by a resolution or by other means 
and collectively supported the dispute. As said above no 
such resolution was ever passed by this union nor there is 
anything on the record to show that there had been any 
such deliberation in the party. In the aforesaid case of 
Neilli Cotton Mills the High Court had further observed 
that the Tribunal acquired no jurisdiction to adjudicate up- 
on the dispute unless it considered os to how many fellow 
workmen actually espoused the cause by participating in that 
particular resolution. Even if there was no resolution 
there should be evidence to show that some of the fellow 
workmen really espoused the cause or authorised the union 
to tuke up the matter. The other members of the general 
union who are not the employees of this mine, whatever 


may be their number and whatever the credit of the union, 
cannot be said to be the persons substantially and directly 
interested in the dispute between the employer and the em- 
ployees as was observed in Bombay Union of Journalists 
Vs. The Hindoo 1961—11. L.L.J. 436 (443) S.C. 

6. The mere fact that such general union is a recognised 
union or is recognised by the same employer in respect of 
the employees of other independent units or even the fact 
that the same management negotiated with the union in the 
past and arrived at a settlement with respect to other in- 
dependent units (there is absolutely no evidence on these 
points as well) carry no weight for proving its represen- 
tative character with respect to this particular mine. In 
Dipak Industries Ltd. Vs. State of West Bengal 1975 
Lub, l.C. 1153 the Division Bench of Calcutta High Court 
discussed the Supreme Court decisions and observed that : — 

"When the dispute is espoused or sponsored by union it 
seems to have been uniformly held that when the 
authority of the union is challenged by the em- 
ployer it must be proved by production of material 
evidence before the Tribunal to which such a dis- 
pute has been referred, that union has been duly 
authorised either by resolution of Its own mem- 
bers or otherwise it has the authority to represent 
the workmen whose case it is espousing. Mere 
fact that the said union is recognised under the Trade 
Unions’ Act is not conclusive proof of its real 
existence or the authority to represent the work- 
men. More negoliations by some officials of 
the union with the employers for conciliation or 
executing certain documents on behalf of the work- 
men prior to the reference arc not conclusive 
Jo give the alleged dispute character of an indus- 
trial dispute within Section 2(k). It is also not 
conclusive of the authority of the union to re- 

present ihe workmen whose dispute it is alleged 
to be espousing before the Tribunal.” 

7. It was again Said in Ihc aforesaid Calcutta case 

that in the absence of either a resolution or authorisation 
by the concerned workmen, the union has no capacity or 
authority to represent the workmen. The dispute raised by 
such an un representative union will not constitute an 

industrial dispute and the existence of an industrial dis- 

pute is sine-qua-non-for the exercise of jurisdiction by the 
appropriate Government in making the reference. 

8. Similarly there is no evidence whatsoever that the 
dispute was ever raised by the concerned workmen or by 
the union with the employer. In Sindhu Resettlement Cor- 
poration Case 7 S.C.L.J. 792 it was observed that : — 

"If no dispute at all was raised by the employees con- 
cerned with the management, any request sent 

by them to the Government would only be a de- 
mand by them and not an industrial dispute bet- 
ween them and their employer. A mere demand to 
a Govt, without a dispute being raised by the 
workmen with their employer cannot become any 
industrial dispute." 
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Similar views have been expressed in A.I.R. 1970 Delhi 60 
and Soni & Sons Ltd. Vs. Industrial Tribunal 1975 Lab. 
r.C. 1 193, 

9, The union neither alleged in (he pleadings nor pro- 
duced any evidence to show that such a demand was ever 
raised by it before the management. Under the circum- 
stance there was no industrial dispute which could be 
referred by the Government to this Tribunal, Such a re- 
ference if made by the Government is incompetent. The 
Supreme Court said so in State of Punjab Vs. Gondhara 
Transport Co. Ltd. 1975 Lab. l.C. 358. 

10, The factual dispute may be of general character but 
any and everybody is not entitled to convert it into an 
industrial dispute, It could be so converted (i) under 
Section 2A by an individual concerned workman, (ii) by a 
substantial number of concerned workmen. Under Section 
2(k) or (iii) by the representative union acting under a 
resolution passed with the support of atleast some of the 
concerned workmen or under specific authorisation from 
the concrened workmen. Industrial dispute, is a dispute bet- 
ween workmen and their employer and any person, group or 
union not concerned with it cannot impose itself to so In- 
terfere in a factual dispute for establishing it's foot-hold on 
the workmen of that industry as to convert it into an 
industrial dispute. If a factual dispute has not assumed the 
character of an industrial dispute in one of the aforesaid 
modes the reference will not be valid as a reference could 
be made only of an industrial dispute. In such a case it was 
observed by Madras High Court in State of Madras Vs. C.P. 
Sarathy (1952-53) F. J. R. 431 that 


“Inspite of the fact that making of the reference by the 
Government under Industrial Disputes Act is the 
exercise of its administrative powers that is not 
destructive of the right of an aggrieved party to 
show that what was referred was not an industrial 
dispute at all and therefore the jurisditcion of 
Industrial Tribunal to make the award can be 
questioned even though the factual existence of 
the dispuLe may not be subject to a party’s 
challenge.” 

These observations of Madras High Court were approved 
by the Supreme Court in News Papers Ltd. Vs. State Indus- 
trial Tribunal 3 S.C.T.J. 1963 i(1973). 

11. Thus because it is not established that the union was 
representative of the concerned workmen and also because 
no dispute was ever raised by the employees or by the 
union before (he employer, the reference was incompetent 
and this Tribunal assumes no jurisdiction to decide the same 
one way or the other. 

12. The reference Is answered accordingly. 

The award is submitted to the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Labour as required by Section 15 of the in- 
dustrial Disputes Act, 1947.
